CONTRABAND OPIUM ON BOARD 
THE “ PEMPTOS" AT SINGAPORE. 


a i ‘ 
Another case, somewhat similar to the Tecan 
Krismbild contraband. opiam case, occurred on 
Wednesday afternoon, the 3rd inst, when about 
$2,000 worth of illicit chandoo was scized on 
board the German steamer Pemptos from Hong- 
Batavia, which arrived at Singapore on 
the morning of the same day! The case, which 
{s rather peculiar, tends to show the great cun- 
ning that is displayed by the people who attempt 
to smuggle in exciseable goods to the detriment 


| of the Opium Farmer. As faras we have been 


able to find ont it appears that the Pempios is 
chartered by a Java agency,to run between 
Hongkong and Java, Just previous to leaving 
Hongkong on the present trip, a Chinaman 
went on board and. handed into the care of 
the Chief ‘Officer a'case marked “-Edling, 
Batavia,” which the Chinaman said was to be 
kept in a cool place where it would not be 
damaged, as. it contained very valuable silk, 
The box was duly entered on the manifest as‘a 
Box of silk consigned to Batavia, and the officer 
placed it, in one of the spare cabins undér lock 
and key. As the steamer was about getting 
under welgh, the Captain was informed that there, 
was a case of opium on board that was going to 
Singapore, as it could not go on to Batavia, on 
account of all goods being subjected to a strict 
supervision in the Jatter place. The captain, it 
{s alleged, made unsuccessfully some, attempt to 


the box was stowed away with the other 
cargo down in the hold. Twordays before 
the Pemptos arrived at Singapore, her 
agents received a telegram froma Chinaman 
in Batavia asking that,a cextain box, con- 
signed to Batavia, ‘on board the Pempflos 
should be landed at Singapore, 
had left to come here. The contents of this 
telegram wire made ‘known to the Captain on 
the ship's arrival, and it was then found that the 
box therein referred to was the identical box that 
was inthe cabin, and consigned to “Ealing, 
Batavia.” The Captain's suspicions were arouscd, 
and he communicated his suspicions ‘to the 
steamer’s agents (Messrs. Boustead & Co) who 
in turn informed the Opium Farmer. The bax 
was opened, and found to’, contain pre| ared 
opium: or chandoo, done up in elongated bladders, 
similar to German sausages, valued altogether 
at about $2,co0. ; 
make'd charge against the captain, but, with the 
object of shewing that the ‘case in , question 
Had ‘been: confiscated, the agents, we are 
informed, expréssed a desire to have a charge 
made against the captain. Accordin ly about: 
“o'clock yesterday afternoon, Captain Ulrich 
Jobaneen was: brought before Mr. Hare, and 
charged first, with importing Into. the Settle. 
ment a quantity of chandoo, under Sec. 7 of Ord, 
4 of 1870; and: secondly, with .having the said 
chandoo in his cystody, not having purchased 
the same from toe Opium Farmer during the, 
current year, under Bec, 13 of Ord. 4 of 1870, 
The captain made a statement, w ich was 
simflar in effect to the account given above, and 
as the Farmer did not, wish to press the charge, 
the Magistrate inflicted a nominal penalty of 
$r on each count, and ordered the opium to be 
confiscated. \ . i. 
“The Magistrate sald that the Captain's conduct 
exonerated him from all blame, and we believe 
that the Optum Farmer bas expressed his thanks 
for the Captain's services.—Stratts Times,
